Hon. John Hubert Ward were wealthy 
when they married, 30 that the addod

' classes of Great Britain. 


Mills died here at his winter home 


at the age of 84. 
Death, caused by 


'heart disease, came so suddenly that 
' no.physician was at the bedside when 
.the financier passed away. Mrs. Held, 
however, was by his side when the 
end came. 


Mills, although born 
within 
the 


Biiaclow of New York city, went to 
California when fold was discovered 
there In 1847. He made $40,000 the 
fy-st year in a store at Sacramento 
and put all his profits into shipments 
from New York, which made him a 
wealthy man within a short time. 


•His luck In California was proverb- 


Irl; everything he touched seemed to 


irn to gold. 
He did not confine his 


operations to any one line, hut In- 
vested heavily in mines, railroads, 
'.Imber and ranches. 
He founded the 


Hank of California when lie was 40 
years old, retired ten years later, and 
two years afterward, when the cash- 
ier had Involved the bank in losses of 
millions and commuted suicide, Mills 
stepped In again, subscribed $1,000,- 
000 himself, raised $7,000,000 more, 
served as president for three years 
without pay and'left the hank as sol- 
vent as when he had first turned .it 
over. 


His most famous Investment was 


the Mills hotels, three In number, In 
New York city, which were innova- 
tions to the world, places where a 
poor man could obtain clean lodgings 
and good food at small prices, yet 
which paid a profit to the builder. 


A short time ago Mills deeded tho 


three hotels to three trustees, him- 
self, bis son Ogden and his his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Reid. 


Besides his financial Interests in 


New York, Mr. Mills was trustee ol 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
of the Carnegie institute of Washing- 
ton. 
He was president of the Bank 


of New York, of the Morton Trust 
company and the Uniled Slales TruBl 
company. 


In California Mills was for 
some 


time regent of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 
In 1901« he donated an ob- 


servatory to the university which was 
established near Santiago, Chill, and 
paid all expenses of the expedition to 
establish It for three years. 


Unlike many of the newer school of 


millionaires, Mills was of retiring dis- 
position and spent most of his leisure 
time in his home. He was a member 
of several clubs, hut seldom visited 
them. For the past few years he had 
withdrawn almost entirely from busi- 
ness and social life owing to falling 
health, hut it was not believed that 
his end was so near.

MEETS DEATH 


One of Pioneers In Aviation 


Is Killed at Bordeaux 


FALLS SIXTY=FIYE 
FEET 


Skull Crushed by Motor Which Drops 


Upon Him—Had Many Times 
Nar- 


rowly Escaped Death In Sensational 


Flights—Frenchman 
Who 
Estab- 


lished Many Records Fully Realized 


Risk Which Attended Aerial Sport 


Bordeaux, 
Jan. 
b.—Leon 
Dela- 


grange, the noted French aeronaut, 
was killed while making a flight here. 


Uelagrangu fell with his machine 


from a height of sixty-live feet and 
was crushed under the weight of Ihe 
wreckage. 
He bad been flying in a 


wind that was gusty and which fre- 
quently blew at the rale of twenty 
miles an hour. 


LEON DELAGRANGE 


In spite- of this disadvantage Dela- 


grange continued and had circled the 
aeroplane thieo times when suddenly 
ns he was tui-ianga high spted against 
tho wind lite left wing of the mono- 
plane broke and the other wing col- 
lapsed. 


The machine toppled and plunged 


to the ground. Delagrange was cau;.;hi 
under the weight of the motor, wl.ich 
crushed his skull. 
Death 
was 
in- 


stantaneous. 


Delasrauge had been one of the 


foremost of the world's aviators since 
the sport Hrst cams to thn front. 
In 


the beginning he piloted a Volson 
aeroplane, but last^sprlng he aban- 
doned that type and bought a Wright 
machine. It was in that machine that 
the tragedy occurred. 


Prom the time he first took up avia- 


tion In i'.aly in the spring of 19110, til! 
yesterday's tragedy, 
he 
established 


several records and proved himself one 
of the mosl daring of the whole flock 
of man-birds. 
He had no delusions 


over the risk of his sport. 
In Sep- 


tember, I'JOS. after an accident, he 
said: "I confess that I am nervous 
every thne I fly when I think that my 
propeller may break when in full mo- 
tion." 


Last September, in the Malchamps 


aerodrome at Spa, Delagrange nar- 
rowly escaped death when his plane 
turned a somersault before a vast 
crowd. In swerving low. Delagrange's 
plane scraped a wing on the ground 
and .was wrecked. 


On Nov. 5, 1907, he fell with his 


aeroplane while giving an exhibition 
at Issy. The machine was smashed, 
but the aviator escaped with a few 
culs and bruises. 
It was also at Issy 


that . Delagrange 
narrowly 
escaped 


crushing a crowd of spectators who 
had taken possession of one end of 
the field during his exhibition. .This 
accident happened in May, 1908. 
Delagrange was traveling at a high 
speed close to the ground when his 
machine swerved towards the crowd. 
The aviator promptly shut 
off the 


power and in descending collided with 
an automobile. 
During the avialion 


week at Rheims the propeller of Dela- 
grange's machine broke from its shaft 
anil the aeronaut fell heavily to the 
ground. 
He was badly bruised, but 


no bones were broken. 


With the death of Delagrange, a 


total of.flve lives has been claimed by 
aviation under power. 
The first fa- 


tnllty occurred at Port Myer in Sep- 
tember, 190S, when Lieutenant Self- 
ridge was killed during a flight with 
Oryllle Wright. A year afterward two 
French aviators were killed within a 
short time of each other, the first 
being Lefebvre, 'who lost his life when 
his machine, a Wright biplane, turned 
turtle, and Captain Perber, who was 
operating a Voisin craft. 
On Deo. 6 


last, Antonio Fernandez, 
a novi'ce, 


was killed In an attempt to fly In his 
own machine at Marseilles.

SUPPPORT TAFT 


Harmony Is Indicated Early 


In the Session 


TALKS WITH THE LEADERS 


Policy of Getting Their Opinions In 


Advance of Making Recommenda- 


tions Almost Certain to Insure Peace 


—Insurgent Tactics Not Expected to 


Prevent Large Volume of Progres- 


sive Legislation—The Customs Court 


Washington, Jan. 5.—Congress lias 


decided to support President Taft dur- 
ing the remainder of the session, In 
as far as general action can be in- 
fluenced by the leaders of that body. 
This is the important development of 
the week. It must modify all proph- 
esies of what is likely to happen in 
Washington this winter. 


The president's policy of consulting 


with the leaders in advance of making 
his 
recommendations 
has had 
a 


marked influence upon the members. 
It comes, too, at the moment when 
the Republicans are anxious as to the 
future of their party and have been 
deliberating among themselves what 
best course to pursue to continue iU 
strength with the country. 


Recent events, Including the retreat 


of the railway managers before the 
president's recommendations for a new 
rallrcad hill and 
the 
cheerful ac- 


quiescence of the senate leaders, il- 
lustrate early in the session what'may 
be expected throughout unless unex- 
pected complications arise. 


Chairman Mann of the committee on 


Interstate 
commerce 
' has 
boldly 


stepped Into the 
Insurgent column 


with a rival railroad bill, thus fore- 
stalling that of the president, which 
•will not be ready until next week. 


The Mann defection would be Im- 


portant and very significant any time 
up to the present, but it is the opiulor 
at the capital that Mann, usually 
representing the "powers" In legis- 
lation, will got more glory than re- 
sults from his insurgency. 


If all the prophets on whom one Is 


accustomed to rely are not wror.g the 
corning session of congress, while 
made lively by Insurgent tactics, will 
result in a large volume of progressive 
legislation. 


A fresh example of the desire to 


"get along" with the . president was 
given when it became noised about the 
senate chamber that President Taft 
would send in at once the names of 
five judges of the customs court.

The senate last summer stubbornly 


refused to fix the salaries at less than

was threatening, but conferences were 
quickly called, and it was announced 
soon after by a member of the finance 
committee that the matter would be 
"smoothed over" and the salaries flxed 
at §7500, or not more than is paid 
some of the existing courts.
